Miller was thrown thirty feet, and his 
body shockingly bruised and mangled. 
Kupp, who, with llelmbnch ami Mohr, 
was sitting near the wall which inclosed 
the boiler, was tcnibly burned and 
scalded, and was found lying in hot 
coal under the boiler, 


Tho boiler was thirty-five feet long 


by three feet in dliimutcr, and waa bro- 
ken into three pieces, 
One of tho 


pieces, consisting of three sections, was 
thrown fully 1UU yards to tho east, 
burying itself in it tnnd bank 
Anoth- 


er portion, consisting of ono section, 
was thrown north ward about fifty yards, 
and n third piece, over twenty feet long, 
went in a westerly direction, lodging in 
it bank of earth, which it penetrated to 
a depth of eight feet. The engine 
house was completely demolished. The 
horse shed, situated a distance of about 
eighty feet, was badly wrecked and tho 
waahory slightly damaged, 
Several 


horses and mules wure killed, 
The 


cause of the accident haa not yet boon 
ascertained. Tho boiler had boon in 
position over four years, and in steady 
operation tho piist aix months. 
It was 


examined last January, and pronounced 
by tho inspector to bo ia sound condi- 
tion.
